TWO Margate artists have blasted 
the Turner Contemporary gallery for 
not encouraging local talent. 

They have hit out at what they say is the organ¬ 
isation’s unwillingness to include isle artists in its 
plans and a bias towards London exhibitors. 

Model and artist Gabrielle Gothe and her 
friend, alternative and artistic photographer 
David Watkins, want their work considered for 
inclusion in the gallery in Margate high street, 
which is known as the Turner Contemporary 
Project Space. 

Gabrielle, 21, said: ‘We approached the Turner 
in the summer to ask them if we could get 
involved, but we were rejected. 

“They turned their noses up at us and told us to 
come back in two years’ time! I love the fact the 
Turner is being built - it will bring so much to 
Margate, but it should be for everyone. 

“That old Marks and Spencer building could be 
used for so much - there could be a mix of local 
art and work by others. I thought the idea of the 
building was to consider work from people in the 
area to showcase the talent here. 

“Show art from London by all means, but give 
us some space as well.” 

David, 50, added: “There is a vast amount of 
wall space in there and they could at least dedi¬ 
cate one wall to local artists. 

He added: “Art is in the eye of the beholder, but 
we really would like everyone who is an artist to 
have their work beheld.” 

He said he thought the chances of locals getting 
to exhibit inside the project space were “slim”. 

A spokesman for the Turner responded: “It was 
helpful to hear David and Gabrielle’s comments. 
Artists are core to the work of the organisation 
and we are striving to engage with and support

A date of August 2009 has been 
earmarked for the unveiling of the 
tribute to those who took part in 
Operation Fuller. It is being built at 
RAF Manston. 

Channel Dash Association chair¬ 
man Peter Nixon said: “We ask that 
when you are shopping for gifts 
online in the run-up to Christmas 
you also please support the memor¬ 
ial at the former RAF Manston to all 
those who participated in Operation 
Fuller on February 12,1942.” 

On that day, 18 men of 825 Naval 
Air Squadron took off from RAF 
Manston in six slow, fabric-covered 
Fairey Swordfish torpedo biplanes 
in a heroic yet futile attempt to 
destroy one of the largest German 
battle fleets ever assembled. 

The fleet was making a ‘dash’ 
from France to Germany through 
the Strait of Dover. 

Thirteen of the men were killed in 
the attack, along with 27 others 
aboard HMS Worcester. 

Beatles producer Sir George 
Martin is vice-patron of the

Channel Dash Association. He said: 
“They must have known they would 
probably be killed in such an incred¬ 
ible attack.” 

“Some have compared it to the 
Charge of the Light Brigade, but 
this was no mistake. 

“It was a deliberate sacrifice, a 
last-ditch attempt to prevent two 
great German warships from joining 
up with a large fleet that could 
destroy all our Atlantic shipping and 
with it the future of our country.” 

Even the Germans aboard the 
battleships were moved by the air¬ 
men’s courage. 

As he watched the smoking 
planes fall into the sea, one German 
captain exclaimed: “Poor fellows. 
They are so very slow It is nothing 
but suicide for them to fly against 
these big ships.” 

The Channel Dash Association 
aims to raise the £40,000 still need¬ 
ed to complete a magnificent full- 
sized replica of a Fairey Swordfish 
in the livery of the 825 squadron. 

By shopping online you can pick 
up some great bargains from more 
than 600 retailers such as Amazon, 
John Lewis, Next and Argos and 
there is no additional cost to you.

artists, locally, nationally and inter¬ 
nationally 

“Currently we support artists by 
providing free professional develop¬ 
ment and networking opportunities 
through the ARC scheme. 

“Since 2002 more than 1,000 local 
artists have taken advantage of this 
scheme, most recently through an 
evening where local artists were 
invited to present and discuss their 
work with other artists, as well as 
staff, including our director.” 

He added: “We recognise the need to 
provide a platform for local artists, 
and to raise the profile of the wealth 
of artistic talent across the county, 
which is why next year we are 
launching the Turner Contemporary 
Open. 

“This open submission exhibition is 
specifically for professional artists liv¬ 
ing and working in Kent. 

“The final exhibition will be select¬ 
ed by an invited panel and we shall 
be advertising for artists’ submis¬ 
sions in the New Year. 

“The first Turner Contemporary 
Open will take place in the Project 
Space on Margate high street and it 
is hoped this will become a regular 
feature of the programme in the new 
gallery.” 

But David and Gabrielle said staff 
were rude to them when they 
approached the organistaion to talk 
about the chance to exhibit their 
work. 

The spokesman said: “The staff at 
Droit House and the Project Space 
usually receive praise for their enthu¬ 
siasm and helpfulness, so I can only 
apologise for David and Gabrielle’s 
experience when they visited Droit 
House earlier this year and assure 
them we shall discuss the matter 
with our team. 

“I would be very pleased to have the 
opportunity to meet the artists soon.”

A SINGER from Ramsgate and a 
producer who learnt his music in 
Broadstairs are hoping to hit the 
charts after their song was put on 
iTunes. 

The massive online music store is hosting 
the track by Mark Bowman which features 
the vocal talents of Marianne Rhodes. 

The composition is called Moving On and 
needs 1,000 downloads to enter the charts. 

Marianne’s vocals were recorded in an after¬ 
noon, while Mark took two weeks out of his 
studies to write and produce it, originally 
basing it on a sample from a tune by dance 
giants Faithless. 

However, Sony BMG refused permission for 
the riff to be used and a new, original part was 
recorded instead. 

Marianne said: “The song is basically about... 
Moving On! The typical situation, really - 
you’re with someone or you really like them 
and in the end you’re the one getting hurt or 
being made a fool out of and it’s the realisation 
you can move on and be strong again.” 

She added: “I think this happens to every¬ 
body at some point in their life, whether you’re 
at school or an adult. Everybody falls for the 
wrong person at one time or another - heart¬ 
break is part of life, unfortunately.” 

Mark is based in Brighton but studied music 
at the Broadstairs campus of Christ Church 
University. 

Marianne, 24, has lived in Thanet her whole 
life, apart from a spell in High Wycombe. 

She used to be in the band Taste This and 


currently sings with the Kingsdown Band, an 
11-piece function outfit based in Deal. 

She was a commercial music student and 
describes the track as a dance anthem for 
clubs. 

She said: “Moving On is available on iTunes 
UK and US, and on Rhapsody for 79 pence. We 
are looking to promote the track locally and in 


Brighton and are contacting clubs to arrange 
live performances of the track at the moment. 

“We are also just about to film a music video 
for the track, which will be great promotion.”

Archbishop visits 
Harvest church 

THE Archbishop of Canterbury travelled to 
the isle at the weekend. 

Dr Rowan Williams visited the Broad¬ 
stairs campus of Christ Church University 
to meet members of Harvest New Anglican 
church. 

The church is one of the first experimen¬ 
tal, new-style Church of England churches 
to be set up without a geographical parish 
and without a church building of its own. 

The Archbishop said: “Harvest New 
Anglican church is a wonderful example of 
the new style of Church of England life that 
is rapidly growing up alongside the estab¬ 
lished patterns. 

“It is a church built on the simple impact 
of Jesus Christ on people’s lives. It has been 
an inspiration to visit.” 

Rev Canon Kerry Thorpe, the founder 
and leader of Harvest, said: “At the time, it 
was an enormous risk. 

‘We are a network church, made up of 
small cell groups which meet in people’s 
homes all around Thanet. 

“We get all the groups together at 10am 
on a Sunday morning in Canterbury Christ 
Church University’s Broadstairs campus.”

New homes will 
help encourage 
social inclusion 

SOME of the isle’s vulnerable peo¬ 
ple now have somewhere they can 
call home. 

George Culmer Court in Mar¬ 
gate opened its doors for the first 
time last month. The seven-bed¬ 
room complex will home and sup¬ 
port seven people aged 18 or over. 

Residents will hold assured ten¬ 
ancies and the main aim of the 
intensive support given by the 
staff will be to promote recovery 
and social inclusion. 

They will be encouraged to 
engage with the community by 
getting involved with meetings, 
projects and groups. 

It is the first of its kind in Kent. 

The building contains seven fur¬ 
nished flats, with staff on hand 
seven days a week. 

The project is a partnership 
between homeless charity 
Porchlight, the Kent and Medway 
NHS and Social Care Partnership 
Trust and Housing 21, a national 
provider of supported housing. 

Funding comes from a private 
funding initiative which is part of 
the Better Homes Active Lives 
Housing PFI Project offering 340 
homes to vulnerable adults in Kent. 

The building was delivered in 
partnership between Kent County 
Council, Thanet council and 
Housing 21. 


End of an era as 
legend of children's 
TV passes away 


OLIVER Postgate - the man behind 
some of British TV’s best-loved 
children’s programmes - has died. 

Mr Postgate, 83, passed away at 
his home in Broadstairs. He had 
been ill for some time. 

Along with illustrator Peter 
Firmin, from Blean, Mr Postgate 
was responsible for creating and 
writing the likes of Bagpuss, The 
Clangers, Ivor the Engine and 
Noggin the Nog. 

The two created the films as part 
of their company SmaUfilms, film¬ 
ing much of their most popular 
shows at a farmhouse in Blean. 

In a BBC poll recently, Bagpuss 
was voted the all-time best child¬ 
ren’s TV show. 

Bom in Hendon, Middlesex, in 
1925, he was the cousin of Murder 
She Wrote actress Angela Lansbury 
and grandson of Labour politician 
George Lansbury. 

He married Pmdence Myers in 
1957 and became stepfather to her 
three children. The couple then 
added to their family with twins 


in 1959 and another son in 1964. 

Pmdence Postgate died in 1982. 

Mr Postgate remained politically 
strong-willed, using his personal 
website to put across his views. 

The University of Kent at Canter¬ 
bury awarded Mr Postgate an hon¬ 
orary degree in 1987. 

A Canterbury Chronicle, a trip¬ 
tych by Postgate commissioned in 
1990, hangs in the Great Hall of 
Eliot College on the university’s 
campus. 

Mr Firmin told Yourkenttv: 
“Oliver had come to the art college 
looking for a stmggling student who 
was looking to make a bit of money 
but found a stmggling art teacher 
instead. 

“Basically I wanted to be an illus¬ 
trator in the old-fashioned sense 
and I was a bit scathing about tele¬ 
vision when Oliver said he was 
doing this programme and could I 
do the drawings for it. 

“He always said I was a bit snooty 
about it, but it was good money and 
I was very grateful to him.”

GRANVILLE Theatre bosses have 
scotched reports that the venue is 
about to go under. 

Entertainments manager Ralph Hoult says 
that the support of the community of para¬ 
mount to the success of the Granville but it 
is not in the dire financial straits portrayed 
by some. 

He says the old Ramsgate theatre is ‘Very 
much open for business”. 

He said: ‘We have no plans to close at all - 
it’s not on our agenda. We feel we must correct 
that rumour. We are planning shows into next 
year, even into Easter.” 

“This is the people’s theatre. It’s not ours - 
we are only the custodians and the trustees. 

“If we get the support, we are confident it 
can thrive. People should go out more - there’s 
nothing like the experience of a theatre. 

He added: We’ve had 11 cinemas and five 
theatres in Ramsgate and they only went 
because of lack of support. Let’s not let that 
happen this time.”

A statement issued to clarify the situation 
revealed that the theatre’s revenue has 
dipped after the opening of the Vue cinema at 
Westwood Cross. 

It hit the income stream and has been a big 
factor in the Granville’s economic situation. 

The statement said: We were unsure of the 
significant effect it would have on our own 


cinema business. It is accepted that our 
cinema business has greatly suffered through 
the increased competition.” 

Mr Hoult said the future could mean the 
booking of fewer shows and the focus could 
shift to more community projects. 

The theatre trustees admit that the econom¬ 
ic downturn has also “adversely affected” their 
trade, with customers choosing to not spend 
money on non-essential items. 

An emergency meeting of shareholders and 
friends of the theatre was called in mid- 
November. 

The directors now plan to revisit the business 
plan in the new year after the pantomime and 
other shows have finished and are in negotia¬ 
tions with Thanet council over the lease. 

The Granville wants to find £65,000 to 
make up the shortfall towards the £200,000 
it needed when the trustees took over the 
theatre. 

About £135,000 has been raised so far. 

Thousands have been spent on renovation 
and refurbishment work, with areas like light¬ 
ing, microphones, sound, toilets, backstage, 
dressing rooms and bar all benefiting - along 
with vital maintenance work.

Among the partygoers were those who are 
still fighting cancer and their families, as 
well as staff from the unit and its supporters. 

Ramsgate’s Terry Chalk, 62, is battling hairy 
cell leukaemia and was diagnosed in 2001. 

After he went to seek treatment for an 
injury he sustained at work tripping up on 
some stairs, he visited the QEQM and it was 
revealed he suffered with the condition. 

He has regular treatment at the unit and 
said: “I have come along tonight to support 
the cause and show my appreciation for the 
work they do here. They always make me feel 
welcome and it’s a superb facility.” 

Keith Skelding, a retired lorry driver from 
Birchington, and his wife Francis were also 
at the party to lend support. 

Keith has chronic lymphotic leukaemia 
(CLL), and describes the care he receives as 
brilliant.

“The facilities and staff here are brilliant in 
every way,” he said. 

Francis added: “Keith will never beat his 
condition, but he can learn to live with it. 
This place makes sure he is comfortable and 
that he can do that.” 

Margate man David Brown and his family 
were also invited to the party. 

David, 70, is fighting cancer of the stomach 
and was diagnosed. 

He said: “My treatment finished, but the 
cancer has come back and I restart treat¬ 
ment soon.” 

Wife Rosalynd added: “We are here to cele¬ 
brate this place is here and to thank the staff 
for all that they do. You get all the support for 
everything you need.” 

David’s granddaughter Shannon Brown, 
11, has been so moved by her grandfather’s 
struggle that she has taken to raising money 
for cancer charities such as Macmilllan 
nurses herself. 

Tracy Anderson, the Viking Day Unit sis¬ 
ter, said: “We’ve had a great turnout tonight 
and it’s been good to see so many familiar 
faces come along to support the unit.”

Killer Tobin likely 
to die in prison 

THE family of murdered schoolgirl Vicky 
Hamilton say they hope to move on with their 
lives after her killer was finally convicted. 

Last week a jury at Dundee’s High Court 
found Peter Tobin, 62, guilty of the abduction, 
rape and murder of the Scottish 15-year-old. 

He was sentenced to a minimum of 30 years in 
prison and is almost certain to die there as he 
suffers from ill-health and is already serving 
21 years for a previous murder. 

On Wednesday, Vicky’s sister Sharon Brown 
laid a bunch of pink roses at the grave of her 
younger sibling, who went missing from the 
town of Bathgate, West Lothian, on February 
10,1991. 

Her whereabouts remained a mystery for 17 
years until her body was discovered buried in 
the back garden of Tobin’s former home in 
Margate in November last year. 

Remember 

Speaking outside court after the sentencing, 
Vicky’s younger sister Lyndsay Brown said: ‘We 
are glad this nightmare has finally come to an 
end. There were many times when we thought 
this day wouldn’t come. 

We are hoping we can now move on as a 
family and start to remember Vicky as the 
loving sister she was before she was so tragi¬ 
cally and cruelly taken from us.” 

Tobin snatched Vicky on a snowy Sunday 
afternoon as she was looking for a bus home. 

He took her to his house in Margate, where he 
launched his murderous attack before wrap¬ 
ping her remains in bags. 

He then kept her body hidden for about five 
weeks before moving to a new home in the 
town, where he buried her in the garden. 

Tobin’s former neighbour David Martin, who 
still lives next door to the house where Vicky’s 
remains were discovered, told the BBC: “I was 
stunned because I couldn’t visualise the nor¬ 
mal man we knew then, well, what appeared 
to be normal. I really couldn’t equate the two.”

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Why did you get involved in public life? 


A I’ve spent my whole working life involved in one 
way or another in public life, in the military and 
in business. I have always been interested in politics 
and Roger Gale MP asked me if I would consider 
standing in a local election - the rest is history. I do 
not regret that decision and feel extremely hon¬ 
oured to be able to continue in service to the public.

The OBE was awarded for 
services to British exports and it was a proud day 
for my family and me to go to Buckingham Palace.

Health trusts facing 
equality challenge 



DIVERSITY: A greater mix of ethnicities is being called 
for within health care, particularly at management levels

NHS trusts in Kent are set to be 
questioned if their workforce is not 
diverse and representative of the 
area they serve. 

More than 100 clinicians and senior man¬ 
agers attended a conference this week organ¬ 
ised by NHS South East Coast, the strategic 
health authority (SHA) that covers Kent, 
Surrey and Sussex, on improving equality, 
diversity and human rights. 

It comes after a recent review found black 
and ethnic minority health-workers in the 
region were facing widespread disadvantages 
including a disproportionate number involved 
in bullying and harassment, grievance and 
disciplinary procedures. 

Sue Webb, the SHA’s director of clinical and 
workforce development, said: “If we can devel¬ 
op a workforce that is diverse and respects 
human rights it will have a direct and positive 
impact on our ability to deliver care.” 

The Race Equality Service Review was 
carried out by the SHA’s Black and Minority 
Ethnic (BME) Network. 

It found significant under-representation of 
BME senior leaders and a disproportionate 
amount of people from BME backgrounds 


working just below middle management. 

Ms Webb said the report, published in 
August, was helpful and had encouraged the 
SHA to accelerate its investigation into equal¬ 
ity and diversity issues across the region. 

The SHA has developed a scheme, which is 
being adopted by other authorities across the 
country, to find out how many BME staff are 
being employed and which pay-band they are 
in throughout its 27 organisations. 

Ms Webb said: “The network did its best at 
collecting data around ethnicity, which is a chal¬ 
lenge for the whole of the public sector. We have 
this tool which provides a window into organ¬ 
isations and will allow us to challenge them.” 

At a meeting with chief executives, she said 
there would be a focus on leadership and “why 


we have not got more BME colleagues at board 
level”. The review found that Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust and East Kent 
Hospitals University NHS Trust have all- 
white British boards. 

She said leadership was also an issue that 
she wanted to discuss with Surinder Sharma, 
the Department of Health’s director of equali¬ 
ty and diversity, as well as proposals to set tar¬ 
gets for employing BME staff at board level. 

Ms Webb said she was working with human 
resources to investigate the review’s findings 
that a disproportionate amount of BME staff 
were involved in grievances, bullying and 
harassment cases. At NHS West Kent, for 
example, BME employees made up 43 per cent 
of bullying and harassment procedures, but 


only accounted for seven per cent of the pri¬ 
mary care trust’s workforce. 

A number of schemes to improve the divers¬ 
ity of NHS organisations under the SHA while 
at the same time reducing health inequalities 
was also under way, Ms Webb said. 

The PCT, NHS Eastern and Coastal Kent 
and East Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Trust are taking part in an initiative called the 
Pacesetters Programme to make working 
environments fair and free of discrimination. 

Ms Webb said: “It is about improving health 
inequalities across the six strands of diversity 
- disability, sexual orientation, gender, reli¬ 
gion and beliefs, age and race. 

“It is important we are developing our work¬ 
force, but the impact will be on the patient.” 


Plea for job advertising to target more ethnic diversity 


JOB adverts should be targeted 
at specific groups to attract more 
people of black and ethnic minori¬ 
ty origins to take up new posts, 
according to a Kent paramedic. 

Winston Dwyer, who works as 
clinical education manager at 
South East Coast Ambulance 
(SECAmb) service, is co-chair of 
Aspire, a group which promotes 


equality and diversity throughout 
the trust and is open to all staff. 

He said: “The percentage of 
BME staff within SECAmb is 
very low in comparison with the 
population we serve. Part of Asp- 
ire’s aim is to address that.” 

Mr Dwyer added that it was im¬ 
portant ambulance staff represent¬ 
ed the community they served. 


“For example, we serve areas 
with large Asian communities, 
but members in the service are 
minimal,” he said. 

“We have done what we have 
always done as far as recruitment 
is concerned, and changing that 
strategy is needed. 

“Advertising in specific papers 
like the Voice or an Asian paper 


where specific people read it so we 
target specific areas and get the 
maximum exposure - these are 
the types of strategies we [Aspire] 
have been looking at.” 

Mr Dwyer said he had not been 
the victim of racism during his 
time in the ambulance service 
and had been able to progress 
well up the career ladder.

Playtime is here with 
family's fantastic gift

CHRISTMAS has come early for a 
Kent children’s ward, with £7,000 
worth of toys donated by the family 
of a 10-year-old boy with cancer. 

Jason and Vicki Fuller’s son, Lewis, was 
diagnosed with a rare form of bone cancer, 
called Ewing’s sarcoma, in April. 

The couple, from Biddenden, noticed that 
Lewis and his fellow young patients did not 
have much in the way of entertainment during 
stays at the William Harvey Hospital in 
Ashford. 

“My wife and I just felt the kids have to lie in 
bed for weeks and have no personal entertain¬ 
ment, so we bought them DVD-players, tele¬ 
visions and PlayStations. Friends and family 
all chipped in. Everyone wants to help because 
it’s for children,” Mr Fuller said. 

The Fullers raised almost £20,000 through 
two charity parties and a sponsored walk. 

Money has been split between Padua Ward, 
the children’s ward at the William Harvey; 
University College London Hospital, where 
Lewis has been having chemotherapy; and the 
Bone Cancer Research charity. Sue Gibbons, 
ward manager at Padua, said the youngsters 
were thrilled with all the toys, especially so 
close to Christmas 

“It’s unbelievable,” she said. “The family has 


worked so hard to get us all this equipment for 
the children.” 

Children going for operations will now be 
able to drive themselves to the theatre in a 
motorised toy car. Mr Fuller said he hoped 
Lewis would be able to spend Christmas Day 
at home with the family. 

“He is so happy all the time,” he said, paying 
tribute to his brave son. “He is a magician and 
has joined the Magic Circle. 

‘When he had his collar bone removed he 
spent two days in intensive care and was 
doing magic for all the other kids. I think that 
speaks for itself.”

nosed with the same form of bone cancer as 
Lewis has. 

Mr Fuller said: “All the staff have been bril¬ 
liant. The care has been second to none and 
their nurses are so kind and gentle with the 
kids. They just need individual entertainment 
such as televisions and DVDs to keep them 
occupied.” 

The Fullers said they would be doing more 
fund-raising in the New Year and hoped to 
donate more toys and gifts to children who 
were forced to stay in hospital to make them 
feel more at home.

Peter Gilroy, the chief executive of Kent 
County Council, is backing the idea in the 
wake of losing £50 million invested in 
Icelandic banks during the credit crunch. 

He said the idea of local authorities run¬ 
ning a bank made sense as it would protect 
council reserves. The move would see some 
of the cash available to councils across the 
UK invested in their own newly-created 
financial institution. Research into the plan 
is still at an early stage, but financial ana¬ 
lysts say it is a practical proposition. 

Mr Gilroy said: “Finding a way forward 
means looking at the big picture and seeing 
how local councils can work together. 

“What is clear is that the public interest 
principles of running a bank would be great 
for business and would sit well alongside 
other work KCC and other councils are 
doing to support local economies. With that 
in mind, we will be working with the New 
Local Government Network and other 
councils on the idea of a Councils Bank. 

“This could be a win-win situation. With 
local authorities as shareholders you can 
use dividends for investing in services or 
returning money to the taxpayer.” 

Chris Leslie, director of the New Local 
Government Network, said: “If only a quar¬ 
ter of the £15-£20bn of local government 
reserves was invested in a Councils Bank, 
then millions in available capital could be 
released, regardless of how sticky private 
lending between banks might be.”

AVID Manchester United fan 
Keith Rumblo dropped many refer¬ 
ences to his beloved Red Devils 
and his admiration for the world’s 
most successful soccer manager 
Sir Alex Ferguson in his speech- 
day reports. 

Mr Rumblo has guided the school from the 
top for the last 13 years, but the prinicipal of 
St George’s School in Broadstairs announced 
his retirement to the audience. 

He said: “Although I will miss St George’s 
tremendously, I will be making every effort to 
reduce my golf handicap in the years to come. 
I can assure you I will not be doing an Alex 
Ferguson by changing my mind.” 

He added that supporters of Chelsea, 
Arsenal and Liverpool could feel reassured 
there would be no more Man United refer¬ 
ences for them to endure at speech nights. 

He described the decision to retire from the 
beginning of April 2009 as “a momentous one 
for me” and he thanked the senior leadership 
team and staff, governors, parents and stu¬ 
dents - past and present - for playing their 
part in making St George’s a close-knit 
learning community with a “family” feel. 

He praised the “superb efforts” of students at 
academic and vocational levels in the last year 
and was particularly pleased by the impres¬ 
sive increase in Value-added’ performance - 
an indication of how well student progress 
during their time at school. 

Sixth-form exam results this summer were 
“beyond our wildest dreams”, said Mr Rumblo, 


with more than 95 per cent gaining the equiv¬ 
alent of three A-level passes. At GCSE, 67 per 
cent of candidates gained five or more A* to C 
passes, which made St George’s the best¬ 
performing high school in Thanet. 

Mr Rumblo highlighted the school’s dedi¬ 
cation to charity, its excellent extra-curricular 
activities and educational trips, plus strong 
performances in music, arts and drama. 

He said the planned rebuild of 90 per cent of 
St George’s as part of the Government’s 
Building Schools For The Future programme 


was on track. All works, including the demo¬ 
lition of the old buildings and new landscap¬ 
ing, would be completed by September 2010. 

Mr Rumblo said: “Let us keep our fingers 
crossed that this is the case and we eventual¬ 
ly have the quality of buildings we thoroughly 
deserve.” 

Guest for the evening was Father John 
Richardson, the newly-appointed priest in 
charge at St Peter’s Church. Mr Rumblo said 
his appointment would “strengthen the strong 
bond we already have with the parish”.

Gerry O'Donnell demands a more positive approach to Ramsgate's own council 


So who's going to stand up 
for the future of our town? 


THE Gaderene rush we have wit¬ 
nessed in the Press recently belit¬ 
tling the establishment of a Rams¬ 
gate Town Council makes me won¬ 
der where these people were dur¬ 
ing the petition and referendum 
campaigns. 

Why did they not put the opposite view 
when they had the opportunity? I suspect they 
were busy gnawing at another bone. 

Many district councillors who stridently 
opposed and still oppose the Ramsgate Town 
Council in terms of cost are the same people 
who allowed £8 million of your money to be 
lost on the aborted Turner Centre Mark I. 

That money, if invested wisely, would have 
funded a council for years, probably for ever. 

So let’s discount these voices of cynicism. 
Let’s look instead at what a Ramsgate Town 
Council can do for the people of Ramsgate at 
an additional annual cost to them equivalent 
to an evening’s meal for two at a restaurant. 

Ramsgate Town Council will have statutory 
powers from its inception. 


One of those powers will be the right to be 
notified and consulted about any planning 
application affecting the town. 

It will not have the right of veto, but even 
the normally stone-deaf Thanet council will 
find it difficult to ignore the views of another 
elected body. 

Hopefully we shall see a more sympathetic 
development of our town and fewer eyesores. 

Ramsgate Town Council will have the power 
to provide the additional public lavatories we 
desperately need, especially for disabled peop¬ 
le and mothers with children. 

It will be able to acquire land for recreation 
purposes and to provide sports and leisure 
facilities including swimming baths, all 
urgently needed by our young. 

Tourists are endlessly telling me how beau¬ 
tiful they think Ramsgate is with its Georgian 
and Regency houses and Royal Harbour. 

Often they have discovered us by accident. 

The town council will also have the power to 
encourage tourism through advertising and by 
providing the kind of facilities tourists expect 
- like clean lavatories and pavements and a 
visitor centre they can find. 

The town council will be able to seek funds, 


grants and awards from a host of Government 
and European bodies without having to go 
through the district council. This means funds 
for all manner of developments and facilities 
that will come directly to the town and 
improve the lives of our people. 

If Ramsgate Town Council attains Quality 
Award status, as Folkestone Town Council did 
less than three years after its creation in 2003, 
then even greater powers can be delegated to 
the council from Kent County and Thanet 
District Councils. 

Lastly, Ramsgate will have an administrat¬ 
ion that will bat for our town and no one else. 

We shall have town councillors who will beg, 
cajole and even fight for the benefit of our 
town. And there lies the trick. Will we elect the 
right councillors? 

I’ve yet to hear from anyone who belongs to 
one of the national parties that dominate 
politics in Ramsgate, and who might stand in 
the town elections, give an honest and unre¬ 
served commitment to help make our town 
council a success. Their silence is deafening. 

I ask them now. Will you work to make 
Ramsgate Town Council a success and by 
doing so help give our town a better future?

Our council ought to 
have known better 

Thank you to all those who signed 
the petition against the sale of 
Northdown House for development 
and to Cllrs Johnston and Hart who 
organised the circulation of the 
petition, and also to Yourthanet, 
which covered the story. 

“The mischief from those who 
really ought to know better” seems 
finally to have been taken account 
of. We would urge the council to 
check the legal position in future 
before attempting to sell off such 
items again. 

When taking on this house, the 
council (then the Corporation of 
Margate) undertook to maintain 
the property “forever”. 

Any backlog of repairs is 
therefore down to its failure to 
honour its obligations since the 
last Save Northdown House 
campaign of the 1970s, when 
demolition was proposed. 

The other buildings in the park 
also benefit from the same 
covenants and should be made 
equally available to community 
groups. 

We believe that Thanet Leisure 
Force remains the best body to 
manage the community uses of the 
house as a venue for weddings, 
functions, meetings etc as it has 
done previously.

This club has rented rooms at 
Northdown House three times a 
week for the last 15 years. 

The club has more than 100 
members and is reluctant to leave. 

The committee has visited 
11 venues to find alternative 
accommodation and has been 
forced to settle for somewhere less 
central. 

How can Thanet council postulate 
that this Grade Il-listed building, 
part of our heritage, be surplus to 
requirements? It is totally illogical. 

As stated in the local press by 
the head of Thanet Leisure Force, 
there were 64 events booked in 
November and December - and 
this is without marketing. 

Had the council invested one per 
cent of the money squandered on 
advertising the Turner fiasco, it 
would have been a profitable 
exercise. 

As many readers will know, 
Northdown House was bequeathed 
by the Friend family in perpetuity 
for the benefit of local residents and 
their descendents. 

The ‘sale’ was in two parts - one 
for a sum of some £50,000 (to cover 
legal costs) and the other £1,500 to 
buy the option on Northdown House 
itself from Palm Bay Estates. 

The estate changed hands 
for what would have been a 
‘peppercorn’ sale, even then. 

The whole property is protected 
by covenants, which includes 
Northdown House, the depot, 
the groundsmen’s cottages, the 
coachhouse and the parkland to 
be maintained in perpetuity. 

The intention of the benefactors 
is quite clear, and it is invidious of 
the council to use the beneficiaries’ 
own money in an attempt to escape 
the obligations created by the 
covenants to safeguard this historic 
building and grounds as a public 
amenity. 

Thanet council appears to be 
systematically stripping ratepayers 
of their rightful heritage. 


Reluctantly it may go through the 
motions of a cursory public hearing, 
but it pays no regard whatsoever to 
the wishes of its electorate.

Who says Northdown 
House is not needed? 

Unfortunately, I shall be out of the 
country for tomorrow’s meeting on 
Northdown House, but I wish my 
views to be recorded. 

In a short bulletin the cliche 
“agreed surplus to the council’s 
requirements/needs” is used twice. 

Agreed by whom? 

The council has a plethiora of 
highly-paid officers who have to 
be supplemented by even more 
expensive consultants. 

Is it these officers who have 
recommended, and the council who 
has accepted vicariously on behalf 
of local residents? 

Certainly the council holds no 
mandate from the Thanet residents 
to categorise Northdown House as 
surplus to their requirements. 

Permission for Thanet Leisure 
Force to let Northdown House for 
an additional three months is 
derisory. No potential customer 
would entertain such uncertainty. 

The ‘open day 5 is a small step 
forward. However, extremely short 
notice means difficulty in spreading 
the word - exacerbated by a time of 
year when pre-Christmas 
arrangements and preparations 
are paramount to individuals. 

No doubt the council would be 
highly disappointed if the turnout 
(in common with local elections) 
was low. 

Two options are postulated. 

That for ‘public use’ includes social 
housing; Northdown House is 
completely unsuitable for such 
a provision. The second option 
envisages passing the yoke of 
moral and legal responsibilities 
presently on the council to a private 
organisation or individual. 


This is interesting, but the council 
would need to spell out what 
assistance, financial and otherwise, 
might be expected.

RAIL fare increases of over 10 per 
cent in some cases, and over seven 
per cent for everyone, are even worse 
than those we were threatened with 


two years ago. Over the last ten 
years, bus and rail fares have risen 
by about 37 per cent in real terms. 

This compares with the cost of car 
use remaining roughly the same in 
real terms.

This includes keeping fares down 
to encourage use of the railways 
rather than cars.

IF you have only just discov¬ 
ered Louis Theroux, on the 
strength perhaps of his most 
recent programmes, his back 
catalogue showing on Dave 
is well worth checking out. 

These show off his wide-eyed won¬ 
derment and inoffensive interview 
style, which prove a winning blend. 

Whether he’s spending time with 
the stranger stars in the celebrity 
firmament, or seeking out the extra¬ 
ordinary, it’s never a waste of time. 

His recent Law and Disorder double 
bill delivered a snapshot of life in 
bleak, drug-ravaged neighbourhoods, 
where getting beaten up, hassled 
by police, arrested or shot is a real, 
everyday possibility. 

It was powerful stuff. 

Programme one took us to Phila¬ 
delphia, or ‘Killah-delphia’ as one comer 
boy put it in no uncertain terms. 

For all his initial composure, the 
bespectacled Theroux seemed gen¬ 
uinely shocked by much of what he 
saw in the Pennsylvania city, meeting 
junkies and drug lords alike. 

More of the same was delivered a 
week later as he travelled to Johan¬ 
nesburg to witness the reality of gun- 
totin’ street life for thousands of South 
Africans. 

It made for excellent television - in 
equal parts shocking and intriguing. 

Louis has been the BBC’s ‘boy’ for 
many years and wisely he has been 
left alone to do his own thing. 

While the recent BBC Two efforts 
have tended to stick to the more seri¬ 
ous issues, namely gambling, prison 
and crime, it was with his Weird Week¬ 
ends series that he made his name.

Dave (called Dave as “everyone has a 
mate called Dave”; no, I don’t get the 
thinking, either) has shrewdly snapped 
up the rights to this series, and if you 
didn’t see these the first time round, 
not tuning in this time would be foolish. 

It’s compulsive viewing for those 
with a taste for the bizarre.

Thundering to the top

PEOPLE always expect 
Ben Stiller to be funny. 

It’s not surprising, given he’s 
made a career out of a string of 
hilarious characters; from the 
over-the-top vanity of male model 
Derek in Zoolander to his recent 
turn as an actor desperate to be 
taken seriously in Tropic 
Thunder. 

As one of the most successful 
and esteemed comic actors in 
Hollywood, he isn’t always able to 
hide his star power - even in the 
most unusual situations. 

“I’ve had somebody ask for an 
autograph at a funeral,” he 
admits, wryly. “That might not be 
appropriate. I gave it to them. I 
don’t want to lose a fan. It was a 
family person who was closer to 
the deceased than I was, so I did¬ 
n’t want to rain on their parade 
even more. 

“There is some expectation, I 
guess, to always be funny, but it’s 
more how you take it in yourself, 
like whether you care about that 
or not,” he adds. 

“You go on a talk show and peo¬ 
ple want to laugh. They want to 
see the funny guy be funny. But in 
life, I don’t feel any sort of pres¬ 
sure to have to do that. When 
you’re living your life you want to 
relax a little bit.

Ben has plenty of reasons to 
enjoy life as he approaches his 
43rd birthday. 

Tropic Thunder, which he co¬ 
wrote and directed, did brisk busi¬ 
ness at the US box office, knock¬ 
ing the phenomenally successful 
Batman film The Dark Knight off 
the top spot. 

And his latest movie, 
Madagascar: Escape 2 Africa, the 
sequel to the 2005 hit animated 
film, in which he voices Alex the 


lion, also made number one in the 
American movie charts. 

“It wasn’t hard to decide to do 
the sequel because the first one 
was so much fun,” Ben says. 

“So with the second one, once 
you’ve done it and you under¬ 
stand what the process is, it actu¬ 
ally makes it a bit more fun 
because you understand that 


there’s actually going to be a 
movie at the end of it. The first 
time we always wondered if they 
were making a movie because it 
went on for so long and we didn’t 
see anything.” 

Animated films of this calibre 
take years to make, and can be a 
tricky task for actors. 

The stars usually have to voice

booth, which was the case for 
Ben’s co-stars David Schwimmer 
(Melman), Jada Pinkett Smith 
(Gloria) and Will.i.am (Moto 
Moto). 

Ben was lucky enough to be 
paired up with Chris Rock 
(Marty) for many of his scenes. 

“It’s a strange process because 
you’re alone in the room a lot of 
the time,” he admits. 

“Sometimes there’s another 
actor there. If it’s not Chris, 
there’s somebody else there to 
read the lines with you. And that’s 
really helpful. 

“It’s always funny to see the guy 
they get to read Chris’s lines. 
They’re nothing like him. And I 
find humour in that. It makes me 
laugh which is good for the ener¬ 
gy-” 

But whether Ben continues to 
just star in comedies or turn, like 
Robin Williams or Jim Carrey, to 
more dramatic roles, people will 
always expect him to provide the 
laughs. 

“It’s important to do whatever 
interests you and I’ve always been 
interested in different kinds of 
things.”

Couples split as 
house prices fall 

FALLING house prices are not good for 
relationships, according to a new study. 

For every unexpected ten per cent 
house price drop, an extra five per cent of 
couples will split, researchers found. 

The Institute of Social and Economic 
Research claims that while couples stick 
together when house prices rise - as 
splitting up would mean falling down 
the property ladder - falling value of 
homes could encourage people to split. 

“For a majority of married couples the 
most important asset of the marriage is 
the family home. 

“It follows immediately, therefore, that 
what happens to the value of this asset 
should be one of the main concerns of 
couples considering whether to remain 
married or divorce,” a paper by Helmut 
Rainer and Ian Smith at the University 
of St Andrews stated. 

The research also uncovered that 
younger couples are more likely to suffer. 


A LEADING campaign group 
wants the Government to impose a 
temporary ban on tenants buying 
their rented homes. 

The National Housing Federation made the 
call after new figures showed twice as many 
affordable homes have been sold off than were 
built in England during the last eight years. 

The industry watchdog found more than 
440,000 affordable homes were sold under the 
Government’s ‘right-to-buy’ programme be¬ 
tween 1999 and 2007 - while only 205,123 new 
homes have been built in the same period. 

In recent years in Kent 1,325 were sold off, 
while only 663 were built. Of the houses sold, 
702 were local authority properties, while 623 
belonged to a housing association. 

The mass sell-off of council homes at heavily 
discounted rates has also seen the entire stock 
of affordable homes in England slump by more

than 300,000 during the last eight years and 
is no longer sustainable, the federation is 
warning. 

The overall number of social homes - both 
council and housing association properties - 
fell from 4.3 million homes in 1999 to 3.99 
million last year. 

But over the same period the number of 
households on waiting lists rocketed by 61 per 
cent, from 1.03 million in 1999 to 1.67 million 
in 2007, as demand for affordable homes has 
soared, according to analysts. 

The number of people on waiting lists for an 
affordable home throughout England is pre¬ 
dicted to hit five million people within two 
years, while a wave of repossessions and rising 
unemployment could further add to the crisis 
as the economy remains in downturn. 

Warren Finney, the federation’s regional 


manager for the South East, said: “For those 
who have been able to take advantage of the 
big discounts available to buy their home, the 
right-to-buy policy has unquestionably been a 
massive success. 

“But more than 208,000 households are cur¬ 
rently stuck on waiting lists for social housing 
in the South East. The mass sell-off of afford¬ 
able housing has deprived them - and future 
generations - of a home. 

“Throughout the region and the rest of 
England, there is a backdrop of rocketing wait¬ 
ing list numbers, rising repossessions and 
unemployment. 

“The country cannot afford to sell off any 
more affordable homes on the cheap. 

“Social housing needs to be treated as a 
scarce resource and protected. The time has 
come when we must consider suspending the 
right to buy for all new tenants in order to ease 
the dire housing crisis and allow affordable 
housing stock to recover.”

New Lancer more suited to 
UK than 'land of the Lada' 


RUSSIANS loved the previous 
Mitsubishi Lancer. 

The promise of rugged reliability was always 
likely to endear it to former Lada owners, but 
even a bargain price and much spec failed to 
convince many UK buyers. 

Cue this year’s all-new Lancer. Prices plus 
specifications are still aggressive, but there is 
far more to please the fussier British market 
and a narrower gap between mainstream 
models and the manically turbocharged, 
all-wheel drive, raw meat eating £28k Evo 
road-going rally version. 

A 237bhp Ralliart performance flagship for 
the ‘standard range’ is also on the way, likely 
to cost around £20,000. 

For now you can max out on GS4 versions, 
with uprated sports chassis, Evo-style 18-inch 
alloys, body kit and big boot spoiler - the model 
tested here in £18,499 2.0-litre diesel form. 

First impressions are good; the new Lancer’s 
frowning ‘beetle brow’ front end sets the tone 
for a more angular and muscular style than its 
predecessor - more Evo than zero. 

It is also slightly bigger inside and out than 
Ford Focus-class rivals, which makes the

saloon version more attractive to many would- 
be buyers, though the five-door hatch or 
‘Sportback’ should nab 60 per cent of sales and 
an estate is also expected. 

The interior is impressive, showing influence 
from the bigger Outlander SUV, with a neat 
and functional dash and softer touch materi¬ 
als even if door trimming shows signs of old- 
style ‘Mitsi’. 

In GS4 form it walks the talk too, with good 
grip and balance and decent feedback through 
the wheel, though the heavier diesel engine 
can make it yaw a little under pressure. 

The 138bhp Volkswagen-supplied unit also 
packs the kind of punch that the Lancer’s lines 
suggest - making it the fastest of the standard 
range until the Ralliart arrives. 

However, Mitsubishi needs to do more on the 
NVH (noise, vibration and harshness) front, so 
check out the 1.8 petrol version if you prefer 
more refinement at the cost of a bit more fuel. 

The diesel version does settle nicely at 
cruising speeds though and makes this new 
Lancer a good budget performance model for 
our cash-strapped times.

Paperwork pitfalls 
in booming market 



KEY ADVICE: Solicitor Annabel Pullan of Gullands law firm is advising landlords to be careful

RENTED property is a booming market these 
days for obvious reasons - but a warning has 
gone out to landlords that they shouldn’t jump 
in too quick before the paperwork is sorted 
out. 

Annabel Pullan, a solicitor at law firm Gullands, based at 
Maidstone but covering the whole of the county, said land¬ 
lords keen not to lose out should be wary of allowing tenants 
to go in before everything is legal. 

Landlords may come under a lot of pressure from prospec¬ 
tive tenants to go into premises before all the papers have 
been processed. But there’s a risk that tenants will be in 
there on uncertain terms and disputes could flare up which 
would be expensive in time and money to resolve. 

Ms Pullan said: “Problems that can arise in such a situation 
apply equally where a landlord enters into protracted negoti¬ 
ations for a lease and continues to allow the occupier to 
remain in occupation and pay rent without completing the 
lease. 

“Also, they may arise where a landlord allows an occupier 
to remain in occupation where the lease has not been formal¬ 
ly assigned to that person.” 

She said potential problems were illustrated by a recent 
case - technically (if you want to look it up), Manton 
Securities Limited v Nazam [2008] EWCA Civ 805 - where 
the landlord did not take action following an unlawful, infor¬ 
mal assignment of a lease. 

The landlord allowed the occupier to remain in occupation 
paying rent, tolerated late payment of rent and even contin¬ 
ued with protracted negotiations for a new lease. 

“In such a situation there are a number of options available 
to a landlord, but in this case a court order was made obliging 
the landlord to grant a lease for a term of 21 years to a ten¬ 
ant with a poor record of paying rent on time and with whom 
the landlord has fallen out. 

“The landlord had also paid substantial sums in costs and 
legal fees. This situation could have been avoided by the land¬ 
lord taking firm action at the outset and others placed in this 
situation should take note.”

THE groundsman at Hartsdown Park may
